New York, July 2 (A.P.).—The rate 
on call money today advanced from 
7% to 10 per cent, the highest since 
November 10, 1920, on the New York 
Stock Exchange.

in loans. 

The effect on the

the stock market sent the prices of 
standard industrials and rails down 
$1 to $5 per share, while a number of 
specialties, such as Case Threshing 
Machine, Radio, Dupont, Coca Cola and 
others, slumped 86 to $15 per share. 
Curb market prices also assumed a 
downward trend, while in the bond 
market the volume of trading was 
greatly reduced and prices sagged after 
showing early improvement for the first 
time in several days. 

The $75,000,000 in loans called by 
banks was an unprecedented amount 
and was due in“part to reluctance of 
the banks to extend their borrowings 
at the Federal reserve bank after most 
of them had reduced their borrowings 
in order to make a good showing in 
the-expected June 30 call by the Comp- 
troller for statement of condition. 

It represented also the need for 
funds by large corporations which in 
the closing days of last week apparently 
put thelr surplus funds into the call 
money market in order to obtain high 
interest, despite the fact the money 
was needed today for dividend and 
interest payments estimated as high 
as $%1,000,000,000.

At first many 
jumped to the conclusion that the ap- 
pointment had something to do with 
the notorious Money-Savidge case, 
which involved charges against the 
metropolitan police and which has 
been agitating public opinion for some 
weeks. It was authoritatively stated 
later in the day, however, that the re- 
tirement of Sir William Horwood was 
at his own request and had nothing to 
do with the Money-Savidge case. 

The case arose from the arrest of 
Sir Leo Money and Miss Irene Savidge, 
a pretty girl of 22, for “improper con- 
duct” in Hyde Park. The two were 
acquitted, serious charges were made 
against the alleged third degree meth- 
ods of the police, 


Public Opinion Aroused. 


So aroused was public opinion that 
an inquiry into the aspects of this 
case in particular and the conduct of 
the police in general was instituted 
by the home office. No findings have 
as yet been returned but ft has been 
recently reported that the three men 
forming the commission of Iinvestiga- 
tion have had difficulty in reaching a 
unanimous finding. 

Lord Byng, commanding a Canadian 
corps in 1917, smashed the Hinden- 
burg line and rose to.fame and a 
peerage. As Sir Jullan Byng he had 
already made a name for himself in 
the army in pitched battles of the 
World Var. He became governor gen- 
eral of Canada in 1921. retiring from 
that post in 1926. His military career 
began in 1883 and he participated in 
many campaigns including the Sudan 
expedition of 1884 and the South Afri- 
can War.

St. Paul, Minn., July 2 (A.P.).—Four 
deaths, at least a dozen injured, and 
damage estimated at more than $1,000,- 
000 marked the path of a series of 
storms and tornadoes that swished 
through four Northwestern States last 
night and early today. 

Two persons were killed in Minnesota 
and two in North Dakota. They were 
Miss Grace Halliday, Aberdeen, killed 
near Jamestown, N. Dak., when her 
automobile overturned as she drove be- 
fore the storm; Joe Heinze, a farmer 
near Alice, N. Dak., killed when the 
roof was blown off his barn: Mrs. Her- 
man Djerke, Lake Park, Minn., killed 
when a barn collapsed, and Lewis Kaus. 
17, Fergus Falls, struck by lightning. 

Damage appeared greatest at Anoka 
and Clear Lake, Minn., and Oceola and 
Clear Lake, Wis., where tornadoes 
dipped to earth. At Anoka the storm 
roared over a strip 114 miles wide and 
about 25 miles long, demolishing build- 
ings and killing live stock on 25 farms. 
besides flattening small grains and 
eorn. The damage here was estimated 
at $100,000. 

At Osceola the damage was unoffl- 
Clally estimated at several hundred 
thousand dollars from the tornado 
which hit bulldings and flattened crops 
At least 30 farms within a radius of 5 
miles of Osceola suffered damage. Wire 
communication was disrupted, making 
an accurate check difficult. 

Clear Lake, Wis., reported destruction 
or damage of nearly a score of farm 
bulldings, while near Clear Lake, Minn., 
it was estimated that at least 70 farms 
suffered some damage. 

Dead live stock, damaged homes and 
flattened crops marked the path of the 
storm in North and South Dakota. A 
score of points in the two States re- 
ported damage by the high winds, 
which were accompanied by hail, rain 
and a brilliant electrical display.

field, counsel for the anti-Mossburg 
faction. 

Neither side wins and neither 
loses and the records so show.

and their opponents th: other. Dr. 
Mossburg and his adherents will 
establish a place of worship of their 
own, and the anti-Mossburg faction 
will take over the church edifice and 
will, largely by the hands of the mem- 
bers of the this faction, renovate the 
building so that it may again be used. 
Each side will pay its own attorneys 
and court costs. Differences of an 
irreconcilable nature exist, and, rather 
than continue the warfare, the two 
factions have agreed to go their sep- 
frate ways and do no more warring 
with each other. 

The pro-Mossburg faction agrees to 
surrender all church records and prop- 
erty to the anti-Mossburg faction, and 
it is likely that those who are to re- 
tain control of the church edifice will 
continue to worship there without 
changing the nameof thechurch. The 
location of the church of the pro- 
Mossburg faction is not disclosed in 
the regords. 

The injunction suit, which was filed 
by the pro-Mossburg faction on March 
6, 1927, sought to enjoin the opponents 
of the pastor‘from interfering with his 
peaceful occupancy of the pulpit.

SAFE AND SANE. 

Tomorrow the Nation célebrates the birth- 
day of its independence. Every community 
will mark the day with a demonstration of one 
sort or another. There will be parades, 
‘patriotic concerts and speeches. There will be 
picnics and community pageants. There will 
be fireworks. Since the original Independence 
‘Day the event has been marked by the smell 
‘of burning powder and the noise created by 
‘explosives. Gradually, of recent years, the 
idea of a and sane celebration of the 
Fourth has been spreading. Nevertheless, in 
most American communities dangerous shoot- 
‘ing crackers and other types of tireworks have 
not yet been outlawed and tomorrow unques- 
tionably will bring with it a casualty list of 
alarming proportions. 

Each year since 1919, according to the De- 
partment of Commerce, has seen an increased 
fireworks of approximately $1,000,000. 
‘Last year American firms turned out fireworks 
valued at $7,000,000. Japan sold to the 
United States more than 4,000,000 pounds of 
fireworks valued at $765,000 and Germany 
and Austria sent 153,000 pounds of rockets 
‘and roman candles valued at $42,000 To- 
Morrow, it is estimated, the American people 
will burn up at least $8,000,000 worth of 
shooting crackers, pinwheels, skyrockets and 
gundry other fireworks. 

/What will be received in return for this ex- 
penditure? Small boys and their parents will 
be dazzled for the moment by a brilliant pyro- 
technical display or frightened for an instant 
by the explosion of a little red shooting 
cracker. In addition, says the Public Health 
Service. if 1928 lives up to the record set by 
1927, about 5,000 fingers will be burned and 
200 deaths will eusue. Last year 195 died and 
8,179 were injured in 600 larger cities from 
‘Fourth of July fireworks accidents.

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CONVICT LEASING. 


The convict-leasing system has for long been 
recognized relic of barbarism 
methods. The State of Alabama, 
to the practice long after it had been 
doned in the majority of the States 
Union, recognized this fact and on Sunday put 
On that day 700 prisoners who 
had worked in the around Bir- 
mingham were transferred either to Toad work 
or the model prison farm which has 
established in the southern part of the 

The leasing system was bad: not only be- 
cause it was marked by a refusal of the State 
to accept the financial] responsibility of 
straining those who violated its laws, but also 
because it led to inhumanity and cruelty rem- 
iniscent of the Dark Ages. Those who hired 
couvict labor were not interested in anytuing 
but the amount of work which they could ob- 
tain. Cruelty was only one of many charges 
that could be brought against the employers. 
It was shown time and again that human life 
had little or no value under the system. 

It made little difference whether 
were worked in turpentine camps or coal 
mines, the results were the same. The wel- 
fare of the men was measured only in terms 
of what they could produce and those who fell 
below the production standard set by~ the 
guards were destined to a life of torture almost 
beyond belief. The leasing system marked the 
opposite extreme from the sentimental methods 
which are now so strenuously advocated for 
the treatment of law violators and had nothing 
to defend it. 

Due credit should be given Alabama for 
recognizing the evils of the system that it had 
followed. Pressure and power was used in an 
effort to retain for certain industries the bene- 
fits of such cheap labor. The fact that it was 
abandoned is additional evidence of changing 
conditions in the South. 
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LESSONS OF THE ARCTIC. 

On June 18 Roald Amundsen hopped off 
with five companions in a French seaplane to 
go to the aid of the marooned Nobile Arctie 
expedition. Gen. Nobile has since been res- 
cued. Amundsen, however, has been missing 
for fourteen days. Yesterday it was reported 
that his body has been found, but the report 
was denied later. In the meantime anvther 
Nobile rescuer, the Soviet ace, Babushkin, 
has been swallowed up in the Arctic 
silence. Friday morning Babushkin took off 
from the ice-breaker Maligin. For 20 min- 
utes he was in wireless communication with 
the ship. Then his signals ended. He has not 
been heard from or sighted since. 

Criticism of the Nobile expedition and the 
rescue Campaign has become articulate. Serge 
Kameneff, Soviet vice commissar for war, has 
released to the newspapers a slashing attack 
on the lack of coordination of the various ex- 
peditions organized to rescue the Italia crew 
and the Amundsen party. Peters Freuchen, 
noted ‘Danish explorer, has gone on record in 
criticism of the Nobile expedition. It has hurt 
further aerial Arctic exploration, he says, and 
has endangered the lives of some of the most 
noted Russian and Scandinavian Arctic ex- 
plorers in the rescue work. Nobile was warned, 
he claims, not to start out because of his lack 
of knowledge of the Arctic, but he persisted 
nevertheless, with an ill-prepared expedition.

The tncident should not be allowed to dis- 
courage further aerial Arctic exploration. 
There seems to bé vo question but that many 
errors have been made from start to finish of 
th» Italla expedition. Fixing the blame, how- 
ever, is absolutely unimportant. Those Inter, 
ested in Arctic exploration, together with those 
who have played a part in the drama that has 
been unfolded during the past weeks, should 
be brought together, possibly by invitation of 
one of the Scandinavian governments, to study 
the incident in all its phases. Thus the errors 
that have made the Italia expedition a tragedy 
can be avoided in the future and interest in 
gane, scientific aerial Arctic exploration be 
stimulated.

Alien Registration. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Allow 
,me to thank you for your editorial of 
| last Sunday regarding “Alien Registra- 
| tion.” 
| l also do not believe that the new 
| System goes far enough, but it may 
|be that it will start things along the 
| proper line. 

It is my belief that an identity ex- 
pert should form a part of each office 
issuing cards and it should be his duty, 
upon &@ person applying for entry, to 
make a permanent record in triplicate, 
one for his file, one for the files of the 
authorities on this side, and the other 
for the person. concerned. 

It should be his further duty to make 
a thorough search of police records 
| (locally) before a card of entrance is 
issued. . 

Fingerprints should be used, ag this 
is the only sure and positive system, 
as well as the quickest, and is fast 
becoming a part of our national record 
system. 

The United States could be divided 
into zones, each having a zone office, 
to which the alien should be required 
to report weekly, by cards furnished 
him. These cards should contain, 
among other things, his signature, ad- 
dress and a print of a certain finger 
(most likely the right index) for com- 
parison with the record on file with 
the authorities. The zone offices 
should be close enough together to re~ 
quire the alien to further report, say 
every. six months, for personal iden- 
tification. 

This is the only way that a record 
can be kept of our alien population at 
all times and at the same time keep 
out a lot of undesirables.

$93,000 to Be Spent on 
Rock Creek Potomac 
Parkway. 


MERIDIAN GETS $100,000 


Nearly $300,000 is made i.vailable for 
District parks under appropriations ef- 
fective yesterday. 

In the Anacostia Park sectiof® $25,000 
will be expended for road construction, 
continuation of the shore road and sur- 
facing of the road leading to the field 
house. 

For the Rock Creek Potomac Park- 
way $93,000 is available. About $60,000 
of this will be used for seawall founda- 
tior along the Potomac River, and the 
remainder for grading from Massachu- 
setts avenue to P street, ind completion 
of the main through road connection 
from the Zoo to Massachusetts avenue. 

There is $100,000 available for com- 
pletion of the south wall of Meridian 
Hill Park and the terrace adjoining It. 
If there is money remaining it will be 
used for planting. 

Five thousand dollars will be expend- 
ed for construction of slelters in Rock 
Creek Park. Shelters will be construct- 
ed in three picnic grounds. Cement 
walks will replace crushed gravel walks 
in the north section of Lafayette Park. 

The National Capita] Park and Plan- 
ning Commission also will receive its 
usual $600,000 for park land purchase.

SCHOOL PAINTING JOBS 
GALLED TOO EXPENSIVE 


Bureau of Efficiency Declares 
District Shop Could Do Work 
at Big Saving. 


LOWEST BID WAS $115,113 


The Bureau of Efficiency yesterday 
filed with the District Commissioners 
a report objecting to the painting of 
public schoo] classrooms by contract 
and recommneding that it be done by 
the regular force of the District repair 
shop at a saving of 40 per cent. 

At the beginning of the school vaca- 
tion period the Board of Education 
submitted to the Commissioners a list 
of the schools in which interior deco- 
ration is meeded and asked to have 
the work completed one week before 
reopening of school in the fall. 

The repair shop could not complete 
the work, in view of its many other 
tasks. within this time. Therefore bids 
were solicited by advertisement and 
the lowest bid was $115,113 for the 
entire job. 

An investigation was instituted by 
the bureau and it was estimated that 
the repair shop could do the work 
for 869.000 and that the crowded 
schools could be redecorated during 
vacation time and smaller schools couid 
be done after school opened without 
seriously inconveniencing pupils and 
teachers. 

The recommendation that this course 
be followed was referred to Co’. Will- 
iam B. Ladue, Engineer Commissioner 
for consideration.

A advice as to what to do for her 
hands which, Says, are dis- 

colored And always feel rough. She dues 

her own housework antl has little spare 

time to spend on caring for her hands 

My advice to this busy lady is that 
she wear rubber gloves for the wet 
work and light leather gloves for the 
heavier housework. This may seem a 
little awkward at first, but it does not 
take very long to become accustomed 
to protective covering for the hands, 
even when washing clothes or dishes. 

I realize tbat there is some work 
about the house that must be done 
with bare hands, however, and I know 
that many. women feel that it is impos- 
sible to wear gloves for kitchen duties 
If the hands have been in water, a 
simple hand lotion made of equal parts 
of glycerine and rose water rubbed into 
them as soon as they are dried will 
tend to Keep the skin smooth.

With shavings of a pure soap is excel- 
lent. To prevent overlooking this 
simple treatment, I think it is a good 
idea to keep a covered glassful of corn- 
meal and a half cupful of the shaved 
soap in a convenient place for ready 
use. The meal and the soap should be 
shaken together and the hands washed 
with the mixture, in warm water. The 
hands should be rinsed thoroughly and 
the lotion mentioned or a little olive 
oil rubbed in. Lemon juice, rubbed on 
stains, or a little powdered pumice will 
remove the discolorations. 

A good bleach pack for the hands 
can be made.as follows: Two table- 
spoonfuls of corn-meal, six drops of 
tincture of benzoin, one and a half tea- 
spoonfuls of peroxide and two table- 
spoonfuls of lemon juice. The mix- 
ture should be thinned with olive oil 
The pack should be applied at nignt 
and left on overnight. Old. cotton 
gloves should be worn to protect the 
bed linen.

The Making 


HEN a swarm _of honey bees 

leaves the old hive, work must 

be done toward fitting up a 
new home. If no clever man comes 
along to give the swarm a home al- 
ready made, a natural hollow in wood 
or rock is chosen. 

The finding of such a hollow is only: 
@ small part of the work. Combs myst 
be formed from wax, and this wax must 
come from the bees themselves. In all 
mature few sights are so instructive 
as bees in the act of making and 
molding it into cells. 
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Combs must be formed from wax. 


Having eaten their fill of honey, a 
group hangs from the roof of the hive; 
forming a string. The forelegs of one 
bee are clasped about the hind legs of 
the one above. Another string starts 
from a different point on the ceiling 
and the lowermost bee clings to the 
lowermost member of the other string 
In that position they remain hour aft- 
er hour, usually for a day and night. 

While hanging thus the bees produce 
wax. It comes from their abdomens, 
and they scrape it up with their legs. 


of Beeswax 


After it is chewed, it is ready 
in the making of combs. 

In building a comb. great numbers 
Oo; bees take part. Some put the wax 
in place; others shape it into cells. 
The combs are begun from the roof 
of the hive, and more and more cells | 
are added beneath. It is a curious fact 
that each cell meant for the home of 
a young worker bee or a drone is made 
with six sides. This form gives the 
most cells possible within a given space 
of comb. The bees could hardly have 
figured this out at any one time. In 
their efforts to save wax, they learned 
the secret during some fag-gone ago. 
It is probable that honey bees once 
made their cells round. Many bees 
making round cells near one another 
are likely to press the wax into six- 
sided holes by accident, if not by de- 
sign. Even so, the most skillful men 
could not make better use of the prec- 
ious wax than do the bees. 

When wax is new it is white in col- 
or. Soon it begins to take on a shade 
of yellowish brown. ‘Very old combs 
become almost black. 

If by accident the bees lose their 
queen and have no young queens about 
to hatch, the workers know what to do. 
There are sure to be some worker eggs 
in the comb, and these—if given the 
chance—can turn into queens instead 
of workers. To bring this about the 
cells must be made larger, and the 
young must be fed differently. We shall 
see how the food differs in the follow- 
ing chapter.

Declarer must lose at least one Club 
trick, and losing the first one will 
force an embarrassing lead upon East 
every time he wins a trick thereafter 
Should the double finesses in Diamonds 
succeed (i. e., if West have both the 
King and Jack of Diamonds), Declarer 
can repeat and later on try either the 
Spade or Heart finesse. leading from 
the Closed Hand and finessing in 
Dummy, knowing that East will not 
be in position to lead an embarrassing 
Club. 

So today’s hand shows why Declarer 
should plan his campaign before he 
rushes into what may seem to be the 
obvious play to the first trick.

OF TAXICAB DRIVERS 


Proposal of 10-Cent Rate in 
Rush Hours Opposed by 
Traction Companies. 


FORMAL APPLICATION 
ASKED FOR BY BOARD 


Revaluation of Capital Trac- 
’ tion Reported for Fare Rise 
Held in Abeyance. 


A head-on collision between the In- 
dependent Taxicab Owners Association 
and the Public Utilities Commission 
seems imminent over the proposed 
“jitney” service of taxicabs during 
morning traffic rush hours. 

Last week Harry C. Davis, manager 
of the association, wrote the commis- 
sion a letter stating it was the inten- 
tion of the cab owners to operate cer- 
tain routes between 8 and 9 a. m. 
daily to carry passengers from their 
homes to their, places of employment 
for a flat 10-cent fare and asking if 
the commission had any objection. 


Protests Filed. 


Yesterday emphatic objections were 
registered with the commission by the 
street car and motorbus companies, 
Officials of which said they felt entitled 
to protection against such competi- 
tion. 


The commission met and instructed 
its executive secretary, Earl V. Fisher, 
to write the association, stating that 
its letter of last week was not a proper 
application for authority to tfansact 
such a business and advising it to file 
Such an application, whereupon a 
public hearing would be held and the 
commission would render a decision. 

Fisher said the commission held the 
view that taxicabs constitute a public 
utility in any event, but especially if 
they undertake a “jitney” service, 
which would make them common car- 
riers beyond doubt. He said the com- 
mission possessed the power to regu- 
late taxicab service. 

Davis said that, despite objections by 
street car corporations, the cab men 
are proceeding with their plans to run 
10-cent service, and this was taken 
as an indication that they would ig- 
more the commission’s request for an 
application for authority to do what 
they claim the right to do without 
permission from the commission. 


Court Fight Seen. 


Fisher said that if the taxicab men 
did this they could be taken into 
court and the commission’s right to 
regulate them would be tested and ad- 
jJudicated. The commission did not de- 
cide whether it would undertake a 
court fight if the cah owners proceed

During the six and 
a.half years which have elapsed since 
the crash not a penny has been col- 
lected in the law courts as damages. 
Several cases were tried, but the de- 
fendants won. The Court of Appeals 
sustained demurrers filed by the de- 
fendants in some of the cases.
